upon by a large Boer reinforcement 
•who attacUed our Hanks, forcing them 
hastily to entrench their position. The 
fighting ensued at close quarter till 
the enemy were repulsed on all sides. 
Delarey and Kemp and other Boer 
leaders vainly attempted to 
rally 


their men who retreated 
northwest 


and to the south, suffering 
heavy
